MAKING A SPLASH 


T HE first images of what 
the brand new, state-of- 
the-art Britannia Leisure 
Centre could look like 
have been released. 

The centre is part of a wider 
project on the site in Shoreditch, 
which will also provide a new 
secondary school for local 
children and new Council social 
rented and shared ownership 
homes, as well as private 
housing, the sale of which will 
part fund the programme. 

The new centre, which is due 


to open before the old one closes, 
has been designed following 
feedback from residents and 
users. It will include: 

• A six-lane, 25m main pool 
with moveable floor 

• A 20m x 10m training pool 
with moveable floor 

• Leisure pool for children and 
families with water features and 
a flume 

• A cafe and toilets (also serving 
Shoreditch Park) 

• A six-court sports hall 

• Creche and soft play area 


• Sauna and steam room 

• Fitness suite, spin studio and 
two exercise studios 

• Four squash courts 

• Two five-a-side pitches 

• Two tennis courts. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet 

Member for Energy, 
Sustainability and Community 
Services, said: “We’re excited to 
share these images of the new 
Britannia Leisure Centre. 

“I hope they give residents 
an idea of our commitment to 
delivering a 21st century leisure 


centre in Shoreditch for the 
people of Hackney. 

“While the existing centre 
might just look a bit tatty, 
beneath the surface, the truth 
is more serious. Estimates for 
bringing the building up to a 
standard well below the new 
facility are in the region of 
£l4-17million, and we would 
need to close Britannia for 
up to two years while works 
took place.

“We would also then 
be left without a site for a 
desperately needed new 
secondary school. 

“Instead, we’re committed 
to providing a much better 
leisure facility, and will not 
need to close the existing 
centre until the new one 
is ready. In working with 
architects to design the 
new centre, we’ve taken 
on board feedback from 
existing users and the wider 
public, through more than 


100,000 leaflets delivered 
to residents and around 
20 public engagement 
sessions. I hope people will 
be as enthusiastic about the 
designs as we are, and we 
look forward to sharing 
more details about the rest 
of the site in due course.” 

Residents can find out 
more about the plans for the 
project by visiting Britannia 
Leisure Centre where 
the information is being 
displayed in the foyer until 
9 December. 


Further details about the 
school and housing will be 
shared soon. A planning 
application for the whole 
site is due to be finalised in 
spring 2018. If approved, 
the new leisure centre will 
open in 2021.

News in brief 


Reducing traffic at London Fields 

THE Council is to consult on further traffic reduction 
schemes in the London Fields area. 

The proposals include installing a ‘bus gate’ on Westgate 
Street to restrict through traffic; preventing cars from 
driving or stopping outside London Fields Primary School 
in the mornings and afternoons; and banning left turns 
onto Richmond Road from Mare Street. 

This adds to the closures on Darnley Road and Loddiges 
Road currently under construction and restrictions 
outside Gayhurst School consulted on earlier this year. 

On Queensbridge Road, the Council is currently 
consulting on putting signals at the junction with 
Middleton Road, and wider pavements and more trees 
outside Queensbridge Primary School. Funding is also 
being sought from TfL for improvements for the rest of 
the road, including protected space for cyclists. Residents 
will receive consultation packs in the post. To find out

Haggerston Baths revamp a step closer 


A DEVELOPER has been 
chosen to refurbish and 
redevelop Haggerston 
Baths by the Council. 

The agreement will 
allow private equity firm 
Castleforge Partners to 
apply for listed building 
consent and planning 
permission for a scheme 
to incorporate space for 
businesses, shops and a 


cafe, as well as community 
uses such as a clinic, health 
centre, day care centre or 
public hall. 

Following a competitive 
bidding process and public 
consultation, 54 per cent 
of respondents said they 
supported the Castleforge 
proposal, compared to just 
33 per cent who supported 
the other shortlisted scheme. 


Castleforge will have to 
cover the cost of the work 
and then pay the Council 
rent for an annual lease. 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Phillip Glanville, said: “I 
am particularly happy that 
designating the pool hall 
for uses accessible to the 
community will ensure 
that Hackney residents will 
once again have access to 


this much loved historic 
building. Before we started 
this process the Victorian 
Society named Haggerston 
Baths as one of the 
country’s top ten most 
endangered buildings. 

“I hope this project will 
guarantee a long-term and 
self-sustaining future for the 
building and secure jobs for 
Hackney residents.”

M ORE than2,500 
residents had 
their say on 
education in 
Hackney and the 
results will help to 
shape the future of the 
borough’s schools. 

Over the past year, 
the Government has 
made a series of major 
announcements about 
national education policy. 

Through the ‘Hackney: 
Schools For Everyone’ 
survey, the Council hoped 
to find out residents’ views 
on the local education 
system and what they want 
it to be like in the future. 

The results show that on 
the whole, residents believe

A N ambitious 
programme 
to increase 
opportunities 
for young black men is 
underway in Hackney. 

The Improving Outcomes 
for Young Black Men (YBM 
programme) was initiated 
by the Council three years 
ago in response to stark 
inequalities facing youth in 
the borough. 

An event was held at 
Hackney House on 16 
November to tell an invited 
audience more about the 
programme and get their 
feedback on the work so far. 

Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, said: “Education, 
unemployment and health 
are still major areas of 
inequality for young black 
men in Hackney. 

“Two years ago the 
Mayor and I set out a bold 
vision that in 10 years’ 
time we would want to see 
the outcomes for young 
black men to be the same 
as the wider population, 
and to challenge negative 
portrayals of young black 
men in the media.

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A LOCAL project 
to combat social 
isolation among 
elderly people, has 
been praised by the Mayor 
of London. 

The Silver Linings 
Project, which was started 
by Groundwork London 
in 2015, set up four clubs 
across the borough. 

The ‘Craft for a Cause’ 
club at Ben Simons Hall; 
‘Get Fit While You Sit’ at 
Trowbridge Pensioners 
Hall; ‘Mosaic Makeover 
Club’ at Fellows Court 
Community Centre; and 
‘Cook n Share’ clubs at 
Groundwork London’s 
office all became fun 
spaces in which older 
people could volunteer, 
get active and socialise. 

Over the project’s two- 
year life span, 151 older 


people from Hackney 
attended one of the clubs; 
149 activity sessions, 
tasters and events were 
organised; and over 3,000 
hours were volunteered. 

While the funding 
came to an end this 
year, the clubs’ impact 
was recognised on 6 
November when Silver 
Linings was shortlisted in 
the ‘community action’ 
category of the Team 
London Awards. Held at 
City Hall, the event saw 
the project celebrated by 
the Major of London. 


Ben Coles, Director 
of Communities and 
Environmental Services, 
at Groundwork London, 
said: “We’re delighted 
that our Silver Linings 
members’ hard work has 
been recognised by the 
Team London Awards. 

“The clubs have helped 
people share their new 
skills with the over 50s 
population in Hackney, 
while at the same time 
getting out of the house 
and forging friendships. 

“These types of 
initiatives are vital in 


helping to reduce 
social isolation within 
an aging population.” 

New funding has now 
been secured from the 
Morrisons Foundation, 
allowing the weekly ‘Cook 
n Share’ club to continue. 

Edward Bohling, from 
Groundwork London, 
added: “This £11,000 
donation will enable us to 
build on the huge successes 
of our project. We are 
extremely grateful to the 
Morrisons Foundation for 
their support.”

There were representatives from local support services, 
including Hackney Recovery Service and the Young 
Hackney Substance Misuse Service. 

Mona became a peer mentor at Hackney Recovery Service 
after going into residential rehabilitation last year. 

She said: “It was tough. But I knew this was a journey I 
had to take for myself. I want to carry on being active in 
my own recovery and learn as much as I can, and to gain 
hands on experience and paper qualifications in all aspects 
of recovery. 

“I also want to be able to help others going into recovery 
and share with them that you can have a life and fun after 
addiction. And that it just keeps getting better and better. 
And that there is hope.”

Dementia friendly guide for cinemas launched 


A NATIONAL dementia- 
awareness campaign was 
launched at a Hackney 
cinema last month. 

Someone develops dementia 
every three minutes in the 
UK, and it is set to affect a 
million people by 2021. An 
Alzheimer’s Society survey 
revealed 69 per cent of people 
with dementia cite lack of 


confidence as the main reason 
they stop going out. 

In response, the society 
has collaborated with 
film industry experts to 
produce ‘Dementia Friendly 
Screenings: a guide for 
cinemas’. It is calling on 
theatres and cinemas across 
the UK to hold screenings for 
those with the condition. 


The initiative was launched 
at Hackney Picturehouse, 
with many of the industry’s 
most influential film bodies in 
attendance. Lorraine Brown, 
who grew up in Hackney and 
was diagnosed with early - 
onset Alzheimer’s in 2014, 
aged 61, spoke at the event. 

She said: “I’ve always 
loved going to the cinema, 


but it isn’t always easy being 
a customer with dementia. 
There are lots of changes 
cinemas can make so that 
people, like me, feel confident 
to continue doing the things 
they love. When my local 
cinema lit up the aisle better, I 
could see my seat number and 
easily get in and out of the 
room if I needed to.”

Also known as whole-wheat barley, hulled barley is high in the type of fibre that 
helps to lower cholesterol, and has an intensely nutty flavour. Winter squash is high 
in C and B vitamins and carotenes, which have been shown to have a preventative 
effect against developing type 2 diabetes. 

This winter salad makes a great side dish and the leftovers can easily be reheated 
for a warming lunch. It can be eaten alone or with baked fish or meat. 


Winter squash salad 

Makes two servings

Ingredients 

• 1 medium squash (acorn, 
butternut or delicata are all in 
season at the moment) 

• 150g hulled barley 

• 1 small onion (finely chopped) 

• Large handful of greens such 
as chard or kale 

• 1 lemon (juice) 

• 1 clove of garlic (finely 
chopped) 

• 2 tablespoons olive oil 

• Yz teaspoon chilli flakes 

• 1 teaspoon fresh thyme 
leaves (picked from the stalk) 

• Black pepper to season 

• 2 tablespoons pumpkin seeds 

• Optional: 50g feta or 
Parmesan cheese. 


Method 

• Preheat the oven to 220c-200c fan/gas mark 7 

• Cook the barley according to packet instructions 
and when finished, set aside (wholegrain basmati rice 
can be used instead) 

• Slice the squash in half, remove the seeds and cut into 
4-6 large pieces. Place in a roasting tray and drizzle 
with 1 tablespoon of olive oil. Season with the chilli 
flakes and black pepper and place in the oven for 
30-40 minutes (or until soft and golden) 

• Meanwhile, finely chop the greens (including the stalks), 
onion and garlic. Add 1 tablespoon olive oil to a pan and 
saute the onion over a medium heat until it starts to turn 
translucent. Add the garlic and the stalks from the greens 
and cook briefly until softened, then add the leaves. Turn 
off the heat, and, if the barley and the squash are not yet 
cooked, set the greens aside until they are ready 

• Add the barley or rice to the pan and mix through with the 
greens. Squeeze over the juice of one lemon and the fresh 
thyme leaves 

• Leave the squash in large slices, on a plate, or cut them 
into roughly 2 inch cubes and combine them in a shallow 
dish with the greens. Sprinkle over the pumpkin seeds and 
(if using) the cheese.
